Fitzpatrick Says That When Plans . 
Have Been Fully Carried Out the 
Desert Will be Transformed into 
an Earthly Paradise—Comment on 
Race Troubles. 


“Irrigation, in my opinion, is far and 
away the most important subject to the 
seid Congressman Mor- 
gan: C., Fitzpatrick, yesterday. The 
Congressman, who baiis from Nash- 
ville.

Al! through this country iI 
have seen men who have turned the 
desert into rich green flelds and fertile 
pastures, wherever they could get the 
water, the only difficulty in the way 
is to get the water. 

“And I think the West is certain to 
get what it deserves in the shape of in- 
creasing appropriailons of money. It 
is the government thal must come to 
the rescue and put ti in the power of 
these men to get the water they need. 
When irrigation has been thoroughly 
expioited this country will come as 
near to being a realization of a mate- 
rial paradise as you can get. 

“My expectations of Los Angeles 
have been fully realized.

AVE THE TREES, 
KILL THE SCALE. 


GOOD WORK DONE BY LITTLE FLY, 
SCUTELLISTA CYANEA. 
Noticeable Improvement of Trees 
Within the City Limits Where Hor- 
ticultural Commission Has Scat- 
tered the Australian Fily—Many 
to be Distributed Today. 


Good news is this to the lovers of 
trees. 

If you have a beautiful pepper which 
bends it fern-like foliage with all the 
grace of the green fronds in the cool, 
shadowy cafions, and that is a joy 
to you for its bright tints ef emerald 
and delicate shades of yellow, its 
creamy, waxiike bloom and its bril- 
Nant berries, don't let it fall a sacri- 
fice to the woodman's ax on account of 
the black scale. There is salvation at 
hand. 

In several sections of the city many 
noble pepper trees have been hewed 
down because they were infested with 
the black scale, In many instances 
these trees represented fifteen or 
twenty years of care from their own- 
ers, and the removal of the old land- 
marks made weary wastes. 

But the black scale is receiving its 
death blow. The little, valiant Scutel- 
lista cyanea is conquering, and there 
is a noticeable diminishing of the scale 
in the foliage of the city trees. 

Today from the office of the County 
Horticultural Commission at the 
Courthouse will be sent out a large 
number of the boxes of the scutellista. 
They are a part of the last “batch” 
bred or propagate. in the horticultural 
offices, and they wil! go out to vari- 
ous parts of the county, where they 
will be liberated tw scale-infested 
trees. They are distributed free of 
cost, but the demand exceeds the sup- 
ply to such an extent that there are 
now about one hundred and fifty or- 
ders on file awaiting the growth of 
the flies. 

This is the fly which was introduced 
from Australia. It is about the size of 
an ordinary flea. and lays its eggs in 
myriads. The eggs are lald under the 
edge of the scale and later each one 
hatches out a little maggot, which 
eats out the Inside of the scale. leaving 
ae shell, which eventually falls off the
